That most people have a taste for things sala- 
cious and s@nsational is undoubtedly true, more 
is the pity, as proven by the way they flock to 
dirty divorce and murder trials and eagerly grab 
the pages of the yellow journal which portrays 
in glaring headlines matters of that nature.
